Colambus Day Celebrated in Grand 
Style in New York, 


WITH A GRAND MILITARY PARADE. 


Over Thirty Thousand Soldiers 
March the Streets. 


BRILLIANT SCENES LAST NIGHT. 


Civic Societies Parade, Preceded by Five 
Thousand Bicycliste—Mr. Cleveland 
Cheered by the Peopfe, 


New York, October 12.—Today was the 
auniversary day proper—a legal holiday 
and one that will long be remembered. 
With the rising of the sun there was gun 
firing at the Battery and other points of 
the city. Flags were hoisted at the Bat- 
tery and at the old fort, Central park. 
Church bells were rung and it was more 
like an old fashioned Fourth of July than 
anything ever seen in New York. 

The military parade started soon after 
10 o’clock under command of General Mar- 
tin T. McMahon. The line of march was 
from the Battery up Broadway to Fourth 
street around Washington square to 
Fifth avenue, thence to Fourteenth street 
to Fourth avenue, to Seventeenth street 
to Fifth avenue, and at Fifty-ninth street 
the signal was given to disband. It is esti- 
mated that over thirty-five thousand men 
were in line, and it was the greatest mili- 
tary parade ever witnessed in America. 
Soldiers of all sorts partitpdated. Over 
six thousand militiamen from neighboring 
states were in line. There was a regiment 
of cavalry, Indian soldiers, and the Grand 
Army of the Republic sent thousands of 


me 


as bright a body of soldiers as one would 
wish to see. They have been having a 
splendid tima and made themselves prime 
favorites as gentlemen of the first water. 

There was no standing room after 10 
o'clock anywhere on the line of march 
and fabulous prices were paid for window 
and balcony seats. The militia came in 
by thousands from adjacent states and 
five companies in uniform. A pretty sight 
was the landing of three hundred men from 
the war-ships, who pa}ticipated in the 
parade, together with two thousand regu- 
lar soldiers, West Point cadets, United 
States artil@ry, the New York naval brig- 
ade and state guard. The weather was 
fine, the decorations profuse and beauti- 
ful and everything tended to make the

The military procession was headed by 


1.2,000 regulars of the United States..army..., 


Next came the naval brigade three hundred 
and eighty strong. Then in order came 
the New York National Guard five thou- 
sand men, the New Jersey National Guard 
twenty-five hundred men, Massachusetts 
three thousand men and Connecticut three 
thousand men. 

In the provisional brigade with Con- 


‘necticut troops came the South Carolina, 


Georgia and District of Columbia countin- 
gent and West Point cadets. Then came 
three thousand Pennsylvania National 
Guard and the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic contingent six thousand strong. 

After these came the letter carriers and 
firemen in uniform to the number of many 
thousands, veteran associations of famous 
New York regiments, detached military 
corps from all over the country, Italian 
societies, French and German military or- 
galaizations agd civic sociegies, (among 
which were over one thousand German 
turners,) independent organizations of ey- 
ery character imaginable, Knights of 
Pythias, American Foresters, Dentsiher 
Landwehr Verim, the latter eight thou- 
sand in number, the rear being brought up 
by New York’s old guard and naval re- 
serve. 

People began to gather on the observa- 
tion stands as early as 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing and by the time the procession moved 
such centers as the city hall park, Union 
square and Madison square were packed 
to a dangerous degree and it taxed the 
police to the utmost to keep the crowds 
from crushing their weaker members. _ 

Ex-President Cleveland was not on the 
reviewing stand, but with Mrs. Cleveland 
enjoyed the procession from his rooms at 
the Victoria hotel. There was no better 
marching in the procession than was exe- 
cuted by the West Point Cadets. They 
used their new tactics, and as they walked 
up Broadway in even line, as if walking a 
rope, they elicited cheers after cheers. 

‘he sunburned boys from the navy struck 
a popular fancy and were admired most 
boisterously by the miles of human walls 
in the streets. All of the out-of-town regi- 
ments were liberally cheered. Governors 
Pattison, of Pennsylvania; Abbott, of New 
Jersey; Buckley, of Connecticut, - rode 
abreast of their respective divisions.. 

The Gate City Guard of Atlanta secured 
their share of popular and loud approval 
all along the line. When the Grand Army 
men and veteran firemen passed the big 
stand at the city hall, the structure shook 
with applause.

At noon today, Brooklyn seemed almost 
deserted, the citizens having, almost in a 
body, crossed the river to view the great 
parade in this city. No business whatever 
was being transacted. The public buildings 
are flying national, state and city flags, 
while the stores on principal strects are 
handsomely decorated.

‘There was no affectation 
of sorrow, nor was the vast crowd ‘that at- 
tended the ceremonies moved by that vulgar 
curiosity that leads so many to attend the 
funeral of people who have achieved -honor 
and reputation. On the contrary, every one 
present feit that he had lost a personal 
friend, for had not the dead man in his 
writings touched the inner springs of their 
feelings and afforded consolation for the 
sorrow that had come to many of thein. 

Long before the hour set‘for the ser- 
vices to begin an immense crowd began to 
gather in the vicinity of the abbey. A 
dense mass of people assembled in the south 
palace yard, between the abbey and the 
house of parliament, while an equally large 
crowd packed the streets to the north and 
east of the abbey. A large number of po- 
lice were present, but they had little diffi- 


culty in handling the crowds. 


Kuatering the Abbey. 

At 10 o'clock the doors of the abbey 
were swung.open and ticket holders were 
admitted. The cougregation comprised men 
eminent in all walks of life—statesmen, cler- 
gymen, authors, artists, members of the 
dramatic profession, men whose names are 
household words wherever the English 
tongue is known. Many. of those who en- 
tered the building carried wreaths which 
were placed in’ Jerusalem chamber with 
those already deposited there. Jerusalem 
chamber contained a mass of most beauti- 
ful flowers, including two hundred superb 
wreaths and crosses. 

Flowers from Royalty. 

Among the tokens was a beautiful design 
sent by Princess Louise, composed mostly 
of rum lilies and stephanotis. 

Among the most noticeable floral gifts 
was a wreath sent by. Mrs. Gladstone on 
behalf of her husband and herself. This 
was tomposed of sweet-smeljing leaves 


fromthe GHadstene gardens at Hawarden 


and was made ‘by Mrs..Gladstone’s own 
hands and its beautiful construction showed 
that it was_jndéed a labor of love.

The queen sent a wreath composed of 
laurel leaves, tied with a broad bow of 
white silk ribbon.

“A mark of sincere admiration and re- 
gard from Victoria, R. J.” 

Her majesty also sent an everlasting 
wreath of laurel with the letters V. R. L., 
in gold, worked into a monogram and. bear- 
ing the words “A tribute of affectionate 
regard and true admiration from the sov- 
ereign.”” : 

The Funeral Procession. 

Promptly at 12 o’clock the procession 
was formed in Jerusalem chamber. It was 
headed by two officials of the abbey. Then 
came the coffin borne on the shoulders of 
stalwart men, while the pallbearers— 
Henry W. White, secretary of the Ameri- 
oan legation; Lord Salisbury, Very Kev. 
Henry Montague Butler, Sir James Paget, 
Lord Rosebery and Professor Froude— 
marched on either side, their. fingers just 
touching the union jack with which 
the coffin was covered. The chief mourn- 
ers followed, headed by the widow, children 
ang grandchildren of the poet. - 

On reaching the chancel, Canon Duck- 
worth opened the services for the dead, 
after which the choir chanted the nine 
teenth psalm “The heavens declare the glory 
of God and the afirmament showeth his 
handwork.” Then the lesson of the day 
was read and the choir sang “Crossing the 
Bar,”’ which had been set to music by John 
Frederick Bridge, organist of Westminster 
Abbey. The effect was most beautiful 
and those present were moved to tears by 
the words of this touching poem. Then 
the choir <<,’ the latest poem written by 

Ga@pxson, “The Silent Voices,” the music 
of which was composed by Lady Tennyson. 
This poem consists of only ten lines, be 
ginning: 


‘“‘When the dumb hour clothed in bla 
Brings the dreams about my bed, ~ 
Call me not so often back, 
Silent voices of the dead.” 


Lord Tennyson dedicated this poem to 
his wife only ten days ago. After this sing- 
ing was finished the coffin was relifted and. 
followed by the choir, the procession moved 
to the poet’s corner, where the pavement 
had been raised next tn the grave of 
Browning. By the side vf the grave the 
choral parts of the services were 
sung. The remainder of the service com- 
mittal to the grave, prayer and collect. 
were said by the dean. Then the hymn, 
Holy, Holy, Lord God Almighty?” was 
sung and the benediction was pronounced 
by noon, archbishop of Canterbury. 

Following the benediction, “The Dead 
March in Saul,” was played on the organ, 
and as its strains filled the abbey the 
mourners slowly dispersed.

It Is Prolific of Sensations Involving Promi- 
nent People. 


Columbia, 8. C., October 12.—({Special.)— 
“Staid old Columbia,” is indeed stired up. 
The Morrow case is the talk of the town and 
popular interest is intensifying at each devel- 
opment in this mcst sensational of all trials 
that have occurred in Columbia’ in recent 
years. There is likewise no abatement in the 
raciness of the developments as the intent 
of the defense is unfolded step by step. 

When Judge Wallace convened the court this 
morning there” was not @-vacant seat before 
him. Persons of all discriptions had laid their 


business aside toee and hear the sensations as

The witnesses today were Mrs. Mary Wilkins 
a nurse, Dr. Francis D. Kendall, a prominent 
physician, whose testimony contradicted in 
many points that of the ductors who testified 
yesterday. Dr. Kendall aiso told of letters in 
which Morrow signed himself ‘your frieud 
and husband.’’ Dr. Kendall testified that the 
girl died of blood poisioning which waa the ef- 
fect of her taking the pills. The doctor al- 
so said that in her delirium the girl often 
stroked his hand, which bit of testimony is 
calculated to help Mr. Clayton. 

Then Dr. Talley, a famous expert, was pW 
on the stand. His testimony about the ef- 
fects of the drugs contradicted Dr. Kendall. 
His testimony supported the theory that an 
instrument was used. Dr. Kendall. had ceti- 
filed to the girl’s death from jaundice. Dr. 
Talley said he would not certify that a pa- 
tient died of jaundice; jaundice is a symptom 
and not_a disease.

It Figured in a- Peculiar Mystery in 
Florida. 


A GRAND CARNIVAL SOHEME FOR MACON 


United States Officers Raiding Moonshin- 
ers’ Dens—The State Fair—Funerals 
in Macon—Local Gossip, 


Macon, Ga., October 12.—(Special.)—A 
storm of spider webs. That's what the 
mysterious phenomenon that occurred lately 
at Gainesville, Mla., was, and an account of 
which appeared at the time in The Consti- 
tution. — — 

It will be remembered that last rhonth a 
heavy cloud accompanied by rain came 
over Gainesville, Fila. and out of the 
cloud came a large quantity of white 
threadlike stuff. A quantity of this was 
sent to Rev. R, F. Miller, of this city, 
with an account of the strange occurrence. 

A sample was forwarded to the Smith- 
sonian institute for examination and the 
reply to the letter. was shown yesterday by 
Mr. . Miller. 

Dr. George Marx, of the United States 
department of agriculture, makes the fol- 
lowing report: 

“The sample of a white substance which 
fell in large quantities in Gainesville, F)a., 
has been handed me by the botanist of this 
department for examination. 

‘This very interesting material is without 
doubt.a product of the spinning glands of a 
spider, or rather thousands of spiders. 
The chemical reagencies prove it is not a 
vegetable matter, but animal, and in fact 
that strands can be dissolved almost in- 
finitely into minute threads and further, the 
great length of the strands, hundreds of 
yards, causes the inference that only a 
spider could manufacture it. 

“The species of this spider is unknown 
to me, but it is not improbable that it 
might be a Nephila, a very large orb weaver, 
which abounds in the southern part of the 
United States and the West Indies. 

“The young spiders of many genera avail 
themselves of their spinning products to 
migrate from their birthplace by floating 
through the air to®localities at a great dis- 
tance, Should rain moisten these weavings, 
the spider web becomes tooheavy to float 
in the air and sticking together in. great 
masses falls from above. 

“A similar eceurrence was reported to 
me from Yallicita, Calaveras county, Cali- 
fornia, November 16, It has occurred 
there for the last four years in October 
and November.” 

This is the first time this phenomenon has 
occurred in the south, {he web is perfectly 
white and appears to be a mixture of silk 
and cotton, but mostly silk. This is be- 
lieved to be the first time that its origin has 
been made public. |

Do you appre 
ciate it? Its very essence is virtue and a 

nuine odd fellow will be a good man, a

It is based upon the 
beautiful Christian law of love and takes 
within folds the high and low, the rich and 
poor, the learned and illiterate—all meet 
on one common level with God and the 
angels in our midst.

How Business Is Looking in and Around 
Cordele. 


THE SPLENDID OUTLOOK FOR FRUIT 


Has Induced Many People to Go Into It 
as an Investment — Diversified 
Farming in Earnest. 


Cordele, Ga., October 12.—(Special.)— 
Business at Cordele is on the upward grade. 
The rise in the price of cotton came most 
too late to benefit the farmers much as 
the crop in south Georgia opened earlier 
than usual this year and has about been 
marketed. The lumber business is pick- 
ing up considerably and were it not for the 
fact that a great many new saw mills are 
opening up, which continues to over-stock 
the market, the price of lumber would 
rise so that it would be very profitable, 
but new saw mills will always come in 
to keep the price so that the profits in 
the business are always moderate. 

During a financial stringency like the 
south has had upon them for the last two 
years, the lumber men suffer not only from 
over-production of lumber but more per- 
haps from the fact that there is a non- 
consumption, as building ceases to a great 
extent as people commence to practice a 
more rigid economy. There :is one en- 
couraging fact about the present stringent 
times and that is, everywhere and every 
class of people are practicing more rigid 
economy than was ever known This 
great economy will produce a period of 
unexampled prosperity just in the same 
way that extravagance breeds the strin- 
gency. Cordelel unlike most Georgia 
towns, is not entirely dependent on cctton. 
We have here the most successful water- 
melon growers in the state. Hon. S. W. 
Coney, who lives within six miles of Cor- 
dele, this year made three thousand dol- 
lars on one hundred and fifteen acres of 
watermelons, and a number of a 
farmers will follow his example. Mr. F’. 
H. Bland, dry merchant, has just 
purchased two hundred acres of land 
which he is planting in peaches, pears and 
other fruits. B. B. Pound, livery stable 
man here, has bought four hundred acres 
of land and will plant many acres another 
year in tobacco, which has proven to be a 
very profitable crop for this section. W. 
M. Bailey will plant a number of acres in 
watermelons and vegetables another year 
for shipment. J. § Pate, a prominent 
groceryman here, is preparing four hundred 
acres of land to mise vegetables, fruits, 
tobacco and dairy farm. 

Our local paper the Cordelean, has created 
na great deal of enthusiasm among our 
farmers on the subject of diversified farm- 
ing. The large stock farm located on the 
G. S. & F. railroad below Cordele, which 
is owned and run by the Macon Construc- 
tion Company, has been of great value to 
this section. The raiiroads have given 
free tickets to the farmers to visit this 
farm once a year and see the great work 
that is being done there. They have per- 
formed many experiments, the greatest of 
which is that they have made tobacco 
raising a very profitable crop. Our people 
have great hopes that this Cycloneta farm 
will never be discontinued, but that it will 
be run in the interest of this section as 
heretofore. All honor to the noble men 
of Macon who inaugurated it! 

The last six months has been very hard 
on railroads dependent upon the lumber 
business, because the supply of lumber 
has been cut down to such an extent, but 
within the last twenty days the price of 
luntber has picked up so much that the 
saw mills here are marketing twice as 
much lumber as they have for several 
months. 

The board. of trade at their last meeting 
decided to get out pamphlets illustrating 
the advantages of this section so as to ad- 
vertiso Cordele at the world’s fair and at 
a great number of our state fairs being held 
this winter. Our peope believe that by 
earnest effort a with united purpose 
they can make Cordele a city of no mean 
proportions.

A Blow at the Sandbaggers. 

We present elsewhere on this page a 
card received by The Constitution yester- 
day from Mr. W. N. Barnes, deputy sher- 
iff of Fannin county, in which he emphat- 
ically repudiates the use of his name by 
an Atlanta afternoon paper in its per- 
sistent attacks on the character of Judge 
Gober and Solicitor Brown of the Blue 
Ridge circuit. 3 

In its issue of last Saturday that paper 
in a most sensational article announced 
that “Mr. Barnes, the deputy sheriff of 
Fannin county, gives the public some 
startling facts in connection with the 
hanging of Edwin Green.” 

This was published under the startling 
headlines: “A remarkable charge against 
the officials of the Blue Ridge circuit— 
What is the matter with them—An ex- 
pose from the deputy sheriff of Fannin 
county.” 

On the same day the same paper fur- 
nished the Southern Afternoon Press As- 
sociation with an announcement of the 
fact that grave charges had been 
made against Judge Gober and Solicitor 
Brown by Deputy Sheriff Barnes. This 
was telegraphed throughout the south and 
where the well-known good character of 
these gentlemen has not in itself been an 
answer to this malicious attack, they have 
of course had to suffer the displeasing 
notoriety attached to such publications. 

Over his own signature, Mr. Barnes in- 
dignantly rebukes the free use which has 
been made of his name in assaulting the 
characters of these gentlemen, whom he 
holds in high estimation. Of Judge Gober 
and Mr. Brown, Mr. Barnes says: “I 
know nothing against their integrity or 
official conduct, and I never knew better 
officials.” 

The Constitution referred several days 
ago to the apparent malice prompting the 
effort to injure the character of the judge 
and solicitor of the Blue Ridge circuit. 
We repeat now what we then said that 
if a newspaper is to enjoy free license to 
vilify and blacken men’s characters at 
pleasure, the good name of no man in 
the state is safe. eet 

Ordinarily we would have’paid no atten- 
tion to this matter; but we feel that it 
would be wrong to be silent while the 
characters of two honorable and conscien- 
tious. officials is being assailed in such a 
manner as has characterized the highway 
methods used against Judge Gober and 
folicitor Brown. 


Edward. Atkinson on State Banks. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson, the well-known 
economist, has a letter in The Boston 
Herald in which he takes the position that 
the time has undoubtedly come for the 
repeal of the 10 per cent tax on the issues 
of state banks. 

This clear-headed financial expert sees 
no way .to have an elastic.currency that 
will adapt itself to the conditions of our 
internal commerce unless we revive state 
banks. The volume of national bank cur- 
rency is all the time contracting, and 
these banks must in the course of a few 
years become extinct. It is time to pro- 
vide for a change in our financial system, 
or the country will be so inconvenienced 
by its lack of a proper circulating me- 
dium that the popular discontent will 
drive the government into an inflation of 


‘ currency that would be disastrous. 


Mr. Atkinson says: 
The popular cry of a few years since for 


more greenbacks, and the recent demand, es- 
pecially in the south and the far distant 
west for the free coinage of silver dollars, 
may be almost wholly attributed to the lack 
of elasticity in the circulating medium, con- 
sisting of a limited amount of United States 
legal tender notes and national bank notes. 

The increasing demand of the country for 
more notes or some kind of instrument to be 
used as money suitable to be passed from hand 
to hand in small transactions has enabled 
the country to absorb the silver notes issued 
as a representative of the silver in the treas 
ury. The necessary use of these silver notes in 
daily transactions in connection with other 
forms of circulating medium, has, up to this 
time prevented their being returned for re- 
demption to the treasury in any dangerous 
manner; thereby the treasury has been ena- 
bled to mainatin the whole volume of currency 
up to this time at a parity with the lawful 
unit of value, or dollar made of gold. 

How long can this course be continued? 

It has long been manifest that a substitute 
must of necessity be found for the national 
pank notes. Sooner or later, earlier, perhaps, 
than most people expect, the United States 
bonds which are available to secure the cir- 
culation of the national bank notes will be 
paid or purchased in pursuance of the sinking 
fund act. 

What then is the alternative? 

Is it rightly the function of the United 
States government through congress to for- 
bid the states by a prohibitive tax from or- 
ganizing a system of banking ig order to fa- 
cilitate the tariff of their respective states, or 
to enable each state or each neighborhood to 
conduct its own transactions on the security 
of the capital and credit of its own citizens? 

And again he makes this point: 

Are the people in these far distant states 
and territories to be deprived of or forbidden 
to provide themselves with a currency or cir- 
culating medium, which is not capable of be- 
ing forced upon any unwilling person, but 
which may rest wholly upon the confidence 
and credit reposed in the management of local 
banks by the people of that special neighbor- 
hood, secured in such a way as each state 
may find suitable and safe? 

The effect of the prohibitory tax upon state 
bank notes is to deprive states of the opportu- 
‘nity to serve themselves. It is a merely parti- 
san pretense to say that this is a movement to 
go back to the “wildcat” currency of fifty 
years ago. : : 

He is not afraid of wildcat money. In 
these days of quick and ready commu- 
nication a state bank would not be able 
to foree a bad note upon the community. 
If a state bank is not properly guarded 


and supervised, and the people distrust 


it, there is no fear that its notes will 


ciruclate, or if they do they will be 


{ quickly presented for redemption. The 


natural conditions of business are our 
safeguard.

Mr. Atkinson thinks that this should not 
be made a party question. He advocites 
it as a sound financial reform. We com- 
mend his letter to our republican contem- 
poraries as a complete answer to the 
charge that the advocates of state banks 
are simply a crowd of somthern adven- 
turers who desire to flood the country 
with wildcat money. 


_ Yake Your Choice, 

In a recent speech Senator Vost gave a 
remarkably concise and correct descrip- 
tion of the two systems of government 
which have been struggling for control 
since the foundation of the republic. 

Under Hamilton’s system, said the sen 
ator, congress can establish a partnership 
between the favored class and the govern- 
ment, by which the functions and powers 
of the latter are subordinated to the 
building up of private fortunes, under 
the pretense of providing for the general 
welfare. 

But under Jefferson’s system no power 
exists in congress or in any department 
to make any citizen pay more than his 
just share of taxes necessary to carry on 
the government, and it is held to be a 
prostitution of the taxing power to build 
up or protect any industry by increasing 
for such purposes the taxes levied upon 
other citizens. 

The system of Hamilton represents the 
policy of the revublican party while the 
system of Jefferson, it is needless to say, 
embodies the democratic idea of what our 
government should be. This brief sum- 
mary of two opposite theories in regard 
to the proper use of the taxing power de- 
serves the attentiun of every taxpayer 
and every patriot. Get the taxing power 
justly directed, and all will be well. Its 
misuse is what builds up the classes and 
pulls down the masses.

The Board of Trnstees Met Yesterday 
Afternoon, 


AND APPOINT A COMMITTEE OF THREE, 


Which Will Take the Whole Matter of 
the Resignation in Hand—His 
Army Record. 


Dr. Albert Fensch is still at the Grady 
hospital. 

The board of trustees met yesterday at 
4 o'clock at the hospital. Mr. Joseph 
Hirsch, pregident of the board, when seen 
immediately after the meeting said: 

“We did nothing except appoint a commit- 
tee of three, consisting of Mr. Glenn, Mr. 
Neal and myself, who will take the whele 
matter into consideration. We come to- 
gether tomorrow afternoon at 3 o'clock.” 

“Was nothing else done at the meeting?” 

“Nothing.” 

The result of the committee’s action to- 
day will be expected with great interest by 
the people of Atlanta. There are the most 
divergent opinions about Dr. Frensch’s 
work at the hospital, and the public is anx- 
ious to get at the bottom of the matter. 

A reporter who called at the hospital at 
2 o’cfock, inquired of Dr. Fensch when the 
meeting of the board would occur. 

“I don’t know when the meeting will take 
place. Certainly this week, however,” said 
the doctor. 

The board met at 4 o'clock, two hours 
afterward. The superintendent talked with 
the greatest calmness about the matter of 
his resignation. 

“Some of the daily papers,” he said, 
“talked as if I had been bodily fired from 
the army. The truth .of the matter is this: 
I applied for a discharge to take effect at 
the expiration of my leave of absence, and 
it was a perfectly honorable one. I can 
boast of my record in the army, and I am 
willing to have it ventilated.” 

“Would you have applied for your dis- 
charge from the United States army if you 
had anticipated a resignation as superin- 
teudent of the hospital?’ 

“I confess that 1 would not have done so.”’ 

“What about the charges that have been 
made against you?” 

“The sum of all these charges is that I 
have been too peremptory in my way of 
managing the affairs of the hospital. Now, 
it must be remembered that the institution 
is governed by a code Of rules. ‘These are 
useiess unless obeyed. When I wanted a 
room scoured I didn't say, ‘will you be so 
kind and condescending, ‘Thomas, as to go 
aud scour that room,’ but 1 simply com- 
mauded the work to be done. I could have 
filled up the hospital with tramps, and other 
persons not included under the rules for 
the reception of patients. Many persons 
who had unfortunate refatives and who 
were fully able to pay for the medical treat- 
ment of their kin, have applied to have 
such patients admitt\i to the _ hospital. 
When I have decided that such a state of 
things was true, I, of course, refused them 
admission.” 

“What about your ill-treatment of pa- 
tients ?’’ 

“There is not a word of truth in the 
charge. We have had some people here 
who misbehaved in the wards. IL couldu’t 
allow thig, neither could 1 permit tobacco 
juice and cigar stumps to be thrown over 
the floors. 1 cannot see the use of having 
rules unless they are enforced. 

“Some of the newspapers made a great 
s¢nsation about that crazy woman who was 
brought here one might. She was a raving 
maniac, and when the patrol wagon bearing 
her came to régister her among the patients, 
I told the officers to take her back to the 
station. You know we have to draw the 
line somewhere.” 

_ “Are you not a comparatively new man 
in medicine ?”’ 

“No indeed!’ said the doctor. “I began 
to pursue the study of medicine eleven 
years ago, afid claim to be as well versed 
in my wit as the average physician. It is 
true, I am a recent graduate from the 
Southern Medical college) but that doesn’t 
signify anything as to how long I had stud- 
ied before that time.” 

Dr. Fensch takes the present crisis in his 
affairs philosophically and does not seem to 
be letting the sword hanging over his head 
worry him. 

“What action,” the reporter asked, ‘do 
you suppose the board will take in refer- 
ence to vou.”’ 

“Oh, I suppose they are looking out for 
my successor,” he replied candidly. 

The superintendent said that there was 
no ill will felt between himself and the 
board of trustees. He had his own policy 
in managing the hospital, and that was by 
having the rules governing the institution 
enforced. The only issue , Poveda himself 
and the trustees of the house for the sick 
was one of opinion. He had decided that 
he could not remain conscientiously in his 
pouition, take the responsibility of the place 
and not manage the institution according 
to the principles that he had conceived as 
the basis of management.” 

As far as the doctor’s recent discharge 
from the army is concerned, the records at 
the McPherson military post show the fol- 
lowing facts: 

Dr. Albert Fensch has enlisted in the 
United States army three times.. The third 
enlistment, which was.the last, took place 
by the approval of the war department on 
the understanding that he did not desire to 
re-enlist. It seems, however, that he had 
applied for readmission into the army not- 
withstanding this understanding. It could 
net have_been very @urprising to the doctor, 
therefore, that his~lagt. discharge was a 
final one.

He sold it on Sunday because he had 
a right to do so, believing, as he said, 
that there was no alcohol in the bottles. 
But there seems to have been enough of 
the intoxicating element in the fluid to 
cause his arrest last August, and his con- 
viction before the city court for selling 
intoxicants on Sunday.

Mr. Woodward has always been an ar- 
dent supporter of every measure he ever in- 
troduced or advocated, and hammered at 
his repealing ordinance until it was 
adopted. The adoption of that ordinance 
of course stopped the further consideration 
of the amount of fees received by the clerk 
and marshal. 

Sometime after Mr. Woodward was 
electdd to (the aldermanic board he 
changed his front upon the fee question 
and began working for a change in the 
system looking to the abolition of fees 
and the creation of a salary for the marshal 
and clerk. This work Mr. Woodward ad- 
vocated as zealously as he had advocated 
the other measures, but at the same time 
he was making a race on one of the sher- 
iff’s tickets, an office whose income is de- 
rived from fees. While making the race 
on that sheriff’s ticket Mr. Woodward in 
the council chamber was loud in advo- 
cating the fee system, upon which the 
marshal and clerk lived. 

The unearthing of this old resolution 
and its presentation to the public caused 
considerable talk yesterday afternoon. 

“Mr: Woodward now claims to be the 
father of the system abolishing fees,” said 
a well-known politician yesterday, “when 
in reality the strongest opposition to that 
measure when it was first suggested came 
from him. 

‘“‘While in the council Mr. Woodward had 
his eye upon the aldermanic board, and 
some of his warmest friends were the city 
clerk and the city marshal. The support 
of these two men seemed essential to his 
election ta the aldermanic board and Mr. 
Woodward stood by the fees. But im- 
mediately after he became alderman his 
eye became riveted upon the mayor’s chair. 
Believing there was capital in the very 
measure Mr. Stockdale and Mr. Angier in- 
troduced, he became a warm advocate of it 
and tried to abolish fees.

Notice to Contractors. 
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Pp Injunction Asked Against the Stat 
3 Commission. 


ATTACKED AS —UNCONSTITUTIONAL, 


United States Hxpress Company 
Makes Oomplaint to the Federal 


4 Court. 


The United States EXxpress Company 
gsks the United States circuit court to 
enjoit the Georgia railroad commission 
from interfering with its business. 

Commissioners Trammel, Fort and Pow- 

ers have been notified to appear before 
“Judge Newman on Saturday and answer 
the express company’s complaint. 
. The company, in a bill of complaint filed 
“by Dorsey, Brewster & Howell, attacks 
the commission, charges that it is acting 
ynoonstitutionally and wants the board 
checked from further interference with 
the business of the complainant or from 
any effort to enforce tariff rates, rules 
and classifications against the complain- 
ant. The United States Express Com- 
pany does business in this state only along 
the live of the Chattanooga, Rome & Co 
-fumbus railroad. When the railroad com- 
mission undertook to control joint express 
rgjtes the United States Express Com- 
pany refused to pay any attention to the 
board's rules. The commission then 
brought suit in Floyd superier court for 
$5,000 against the company. This suit 
was removed to the United States circuit 
court here and is still pending. To pre- 
vent it from going any further the express 
company asks for an injunction and the 
case has been set for a hearing on Sat- 
urday of this week. 

The complaint is made in the name of 
Theodore Ik’. Wood, of New Jersey, and 
Obancey H. Crosby, of Llinois. Wood is 
treasurer of the company. They recite the 
contract which thé = express com- 
pany has with the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus road and 
which was made in July, 1888. Under 
that contract the express company was to 
fix its charges for forwarding express mat- 
ter at not less than one and one-half the 
railroad company’s first class tariff rates, 
or arbitraries, that would be charged if 
the ime matter were carried on the 
railroad company’s freight trains. The 
railroad compan was to get one-half the 
gross revenue derived from carrying the 
express Matter and the express company 
guaranteed the railroad company a revenue 
of at least $1,000 a month. That sum 
has never been made. The complainants 
gay that the contract was made under the 
laws as they existed in Georgia at the 
time of its execution, believing that such 
developments would follow the building of 
the railroad in the section of the country 
through which it passed, that the contract 
would finally become valuable to it. But 
the express company was disappointed in 
its calculations; the country has not de- 
veloped, owing to the depression of the 
times and the business of the 
company has not increased. to 
any considerable extent. On the con- 
wary, afiter doing business for several 
years under the contract, the express com- 
pany 8 gross receipts for all business done 
in gia on said line amounts to only 
$20,444.69 from August Ist, 1888, up to 
and including January, 1892, and it has, 
under the contract, d the railroad com- 
pond the sum of $42,000, showing a net 
oss Of $21,555.31 exclusive of all outlay 
except the sum paid the railroad. 

The orders of the commissioners reduced 
the United States Express company’s 
rates 20° per. cent,. These..rates fixed by 
the commission will dase the: express 
company great loss, it says, and adds that 
it is the purpose of the state commission 
to harass it with a great number of suits 

prosecutions. 

The constitutionality of the commission’s 
proceedings is attacked on numerous 
grounds. 

The bill of complaint says: 

Your orators marge that the proceedings of 
said commissioners in undertaking to exercise 
the powers vested in them by the act of 1878, 
as torailroads as against the United States 
mw 9 on Company is illegal, null and void; 
and theg further charge that said act of 1891, 
hereinbefore set out extending the power of 
the commission to express and telegraph 
eom s is unconstitutional, and utterly 
void, it being an effort. to amend the act of

AN INDEPENDENT ROAD. 


The State Road Is Responsible for Damages 
to Its Own Employes. 


The supreme court yesterday decided a 
case which in its consequences to the pub- 
lic, the people of Georgia and to the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis railway, 
is one of the most important and one of 
the most far reaching cases that has been 
decided by the court in a long time. 

The important facts of the case were 
about as follows. Mr. Robert E. Edwards, 
an engineer of Atlanta, was injured on 
March 6,1891 by falling fromanengine of 
the Western and Atlantic road in their At- 
lanta yards. He brought suit through his 
attorneys, Messrs. Arnold & Arnold, 
against the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 

uis Railway Company, saying that it 
operated as lessee the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, and prayed process against that 
company alone. The Nashville, Chattanoo- 
ga and St. Louis Railway Company employ- 
ed Mr. Julius L. Brown to defend the case 
and upon the trial of the case, after all of 
the evidence had been given in on the part 
of the plaintiff, Mr. Edwards, Mr. Brown 
moved a@ nonsuit upon the ground that the 
evidence showed that the Western and At- 
lantic Railroad Company had done the 
damage and not his client. Judge Van 
Epps allowed Mr. Edwards to amend his 
declaration and state that the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis Railway Com- 
pany was the lessee of the Western and 
Atlantic Railroad Company, and was 
known as the Western and Atlantic Rail- 
road Company. 

Mr. Brown objected to this amendment 
on the ground that it brought a new party 
in the case. The jury rendered a verdict 
for a very heavy sum against the defen- 
dants. A motion for a new trial was made 
and overruled and the case was carried to 
the supreme court. ‘The court after argu- 
ment of counsel bas made the following de 
cision: 

Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis Rail- 
pon A Company, et al. v. Kdwards. By the 
court: 

1. The act of November 12th, 1891 pdovid- 
ing for the lease of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, declares that ‘“‘the persons or cor- 

ations accepted as lessees under this act, 

f not already a corporation created under the 
laws of Georgia, shall, from the time of such 
acceptance, and until after the final adjust- 
ment of all matters springing out of this lease 
contract become a body politic and corporate, 
under the laws of this state, under the name 
and style of the Western and Atlantic Rail- 
road Company, which body corporate shall be 
operated only from the time of their taking 

ssession of said road as lessees; and it shall 
1avye the power to sue and be sued on all con- 
tracts made by said company, in any county 
through which the road runs, after the exe- 
cution of said lease, or for any cause of action 
which may accrue to said company and to 
which it may become liable.’’”’ When, there- 
fore, the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
Railway Company became the lessee under 
this act, anew corporation under the laws 
of Georgia was created under the name and 
style of the Western and Atlantic Railroad 
Company; and for any tort committed in the 
operation of its railroad, that corporation,and 
not the Nashville, tage 0 ag og and St. Louis 

able. - 

In such a case section 3407 of the code does 
not apply an action against the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louls railway for the tort 
is not maintainable, though the declaration 
alleges that, “‘the defendant operates as lessee 
the Western and Atlantic railroad,’’ the act 
requiring that the Western and Atlantic 
Railroad Company shall be sued. 

2. Where an action for a tort was brought 
against the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis Railway Company and the proof show- 
ed that the injury complained of was by the 
Western and tlantic Railroad Company 
the court, on motion should have granted a 
ponsuif.

This decision is exceedingly important 
and far reaching. Section 12 of the lease 
law requires that the railroad shops of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad and its 
principal office shall not be removed be- 


yond the limits of the state of Georgia. 


The result of this decision of the supreme 
court holds that the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad shall be operated as a separate, 
independent and distinct road and not as a 
mere branch of its lessee. The lease act 
certainly requires the headquarters of the 
road shall be in the state and that its shops 
and repairs and such matters shall be done 
in the state of Georgia instead of outside of 
the state, and that all citizens of the state 
who have claims against the road shail 
have them passed zipon by citizens of this 
state when ‘litigation arises. In other 
words, that it shall be ‘treated exactly 
like any other Georgia railroad, separate 
and distinct from a foreign railroad and 
that the road shall be subject to the ju- 
risdiction of the Georgia courts, instead of 
deing in a position to mave its cases re- 
moved to the United States courts, which 
could be done if suits could be brought 
against a foreign corporation, its lessee. 
- On the other hand this decision is of 
very great yalue to the lessee. If the 
court had heli that it could be sued as a 
foreign corporation, then it would be lia- 
ble to be attached upon all kinds of claims 
which could be brought against it and be 
compelled togive heavy bonds to relieve 
attachments, which would seriously embar- 
ras its operations. 

This decision will have the effect of caus- 
ing all the work done upon machinery of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, its cars 
and engines and such matters to be done 
in the state of Georgia. The road will 
also be free from all annoyance of attach 
ments as a foreign corporation,

RGIA SOLDIERY. 


Quartermaster General West Makes a 
| Splendid Report. 


A VERY INTERESTING DOCUMENT. 


The Expenditures Are but $19,000, Whish 
Is Less Than the Appropriation—The 
Benefits of the Encampment, 


Quartermaster General Andrew J. West 
has submitted his report on the state mili- 
tary encampment to the adjutant general. 

Like all the former documents of similar 
nature by Quartermaster General West, 
this paper is very nicely drawn and carries 
much interest concerning the military de 
partment of Georgia. 

The chief points of interest contained in 
the report and evolving out of it are as 
follows: 

1. The encampment expenditures come be- 
low the amount appropriated by the state 
legislature, $25,000, the full some of money 
expended being $19,154.80. 

2. The encampment site at Griffin proves 
to be a most acceptable one, and with the 
expenditure of the remainder of the $25,- 
0OU appropriated can be made a most beau- 
tiful spot before the next encampment. 

3. The incalculable amount of benefit 
already manifest among the state’s volun- 
teer soldiery accruing from these encamp- 
ments. 

4. The praise due the state of Georgia 
for its interest in military matters and the 
necessity of a conti&auance of friendly leg- 
islation®’as shown by the sudden outbreaks 
in Tennessee’s coal mines and frequent 
calls upon Governor Northen in our own 
state d@ troops to quell lawlessness. 

Quartermaster General West deserves 
great credit and universal praise for the 
patient and untiring work on behalf of the 
soldiery of Georgia, especially when the 
fact is considered that with him it was 
purely and simply a labor of love. The 
office he holds entails a vast deal of hard 
labor and tedious routine, but Major West 
does it unflinchingly and does it well. 

Extracts from thejReport. 


After giving the tabulated accounts of 
the encampment clearly and neatly the 
quartermaster general in his report says: 

“Nineteen warrants were drawn on the 
state treasurer amounting to $1¥.154.80 all 
of which is accounted for in statement here- 
with. The original bills for every dollar dis- 
bursed through é¢bis office have been itemized, 
examined, approved and certified to by all the 
officers through every channel up to my de- 
partment. The same having been verified by 
me, approved by yourself, reviewed by the 
overnor’s secretary and same are on file 
n the executive department; also copies, and 
duplicate receipts retained by ments thereby 
oe immediate aww to all who are de- 
sirous of seeking information pertaining there- 
to. 
The generous hearted people of the city of 
Griffin and vicinity donated to the state 105 
acres of land on which “Camp Northen’”’ is 
located, and built thereon nearly one hundred 
houses for mess halls, kitchens, bath houses, 
sinks, stables, hospital etc, together with 
electric lights and water free of cost to the 
state, all of which was ready for the opening 
of the encampment on May 24th 1892. 

Griffin being cent al and quickly accessible 
by railroads from every rtion of the 
state and the ground high and _ healthy 
and sufficiently rolling to drain well 
and being supplied with an abundance 
of pure water from as good _ springs 
as Georgia affords, renders the location well 
adapted for encampment purposes. As an ev- 
idence of its healthfulness, less than $100 liqui- 
dated the medicine bills for the entire encamp- 
ment of fiv weeks. The people of Griffin rend- 
ered every service possible to conduce to the 
satisfactory success of the encampment. Strict 
economy was the watchword from the start, 
and while the work has been done inside of 
the appropriation it must be remembered we 
were stinted in every department. For in- 
stance, 50 cents per day for rations, the 
amount allowed is too small, and then the 
fifth regiment of Georgia cavalry, commanded 
by Colonel W. W. Gordon, was brought into 
lamp dismounted thereby, losing’ a great deal 
degree, tae enthusiasm and benefit attached to 
a mounted troop in the field. 

From a business standpoint in my opinion 
the state could not make a better investment 
than to increase the military appropriation. 
The benefit to her troops is great and the pro- 
tection to her people and property beyond cal- 
culation. The vast improvement derived from 
the last year’s encampment is so plain that 
no fair minded man will deny it. A ee 
appropriation is necessary in order that that 
rogress commensurate with the pride, _— 
tion, and usefulmess of the Georgia volun- 
teer soldiery may be accomplished 

It is of the greatest importance that a com- 
missioned position as assistant tothe quarter- 
master general be created by the next legis- 
lature, with the requirement that responsi- 
bility in the shape of a good and sufficient 
bond be made in order that the state’s property 
be safely guarded. At present, aside from in- 
tegrity, capacity and business watchfulness, 
no pecuniary responsibility attaches to the po- 
sition; said officer should receive a salary suf- 
ficient to insure the services of the proper man. 
I would also suggest that the ildings at 
‘Camp Northen’’ be covered with shingles, 
and that the buildings at the south and of the 
encapment nearest the spring. where the wash 
was Mamaging last summer, be moved further 
up on top of the hill where the view is grander, 
the breeze stronger and the position in every 
way better. Our expenses were greatly less- 
ened through the liberality of the railroads, 
all of them acted cleverly and generously, 
particularly Major W. F. Shellman, of the 
Central railroad, who hauled all our stuff 
from Chickamauga for $10 per car and the 
same from Atlanta and returned it free. ‘The 
success of this department is due in a great 
measure to the assistance and courtesy refid- 
ered at all times by the adjutant and inspector 
general. I cannot say too much in praise of 
the valuable aid given me and the state by 
Sergeant Lewis H. Kenan, from the 16th of 
May to the latter part of July. he remained 
faithfully at his post on the field discharging 
every duty in a soldiery, gentlemanly manner 
without compensation, except that enjoyed in 
the consciousness of a duty well performed. 
My thanks are due and hereby tendered the 
good people of Griffin for many kindnesses 
and much valuable help. The encampment 
was a marked success, not an accident to either 
soldier or property. 

The ——— of the governor one day every 
week during the encampment, kept the com- 
mands on “tiptoe” expectancy and every 
company on fts mettle as to whose bearing 
should be best. With thanks to every officer 
and soldier at “Camp Northen” during 1892 
for politeness and soldierly behavior. [ am, 
very respectfully, ANDBEW J. WHRST.
